The friendly reception given the 


first of the American reservations at 
Geneva has led to a belief here that 
all now will be accepted. The reason-

cause of the temper of the senate, 
but there Is no telling what another 
senate might do fl\-e or ten years 
hence, especially If the wording of the

Geneva—M5)—Representatives of 38 


countries holding membership In the 
world court resumed discussion Friday 
of the fifth and last of the reserva- 
tions attached to Americas adherence 
to the court. 


In opening the session. President 


VanEyslnga said the first reading of 
the reservations should be completed 
during the day. He added the belief 
that a committee should be appomted 
to carry on the work during the sit- 
ting of the league of nations assem- 
bly. 


Mr. Rolln, Belgian jurist, made a 


brilliant-exposition of the juridical dif- 
ficulties confronting acceptance of the- 
fifth reservation, requiring American 
consent to action by the league coun- 
cil In seeking advisory opinions from 
the court on questions "In which the 
United States has or claims -an in- 
terest". He declared,

that he was convinced that conferees 
were nearer a complete understanding 
with the United States on this thorny 
point.

The Chicago Sanitary district board 


spent §=1.606,400, to support Chicago's 
right to diver* water from Lake Mich- 
igan, according to an* audit of district 
records sponsored by the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, and recently made 
publics This huge sum was spent in the 
lake level fight during 1923: 1924 and 
half of 1925. 
Appleton. in common 


with other cities in Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan, opposed Chicago's -water diversion 
•vrhich was declared illegal by. the United 
States supreme court. 


Of the §1.606.400 spent by the Sani- 


tary district in the lake level fight the 
audit shows that-3522.216 went .for the 
services'of*special engineers and attor- 
neys; $247.787 for "traveling expenses, 
carfare, 
meals 
and 
entertainment"; 


$140.683 for 'publicity and advertis- 
ing:" $30.603 for printing and pho- 
tography: and §624,875 for payroll be- 
sides other small items. The audit con- 
tained a list of 43 legislators, politicians 
and relatives of politicians and labor uni- 
on officials to whom a total of §261.807 
was paid. 


The audit also showed that a large 


number of persons were added to the dis- 
trict payroll a few weeks before each 
election in '1924 and were laid off a few 
days after each election. 
The auditors 


foiind that the same persons came back on 
the payrolls at each recurring election 
and suggested that consideration should 
be given of the value of services given 
by these employes.

One of the features of the report is the 


1 large number of members of the Illinois 
'state legislature placed on the district 
.'payroll while the lake level fight was in 
progress. In regard to payments made to 
legislators and aldermen there is a ques- 
tion as to whether the state law was vio- 
lated with respect to public officials, ap- 
pearing on two payrolls. 


This audit bears out conclusively the

"When the layman tosses a set of 


belligerent knuckles at his neighbor 
10 does so because he has become pro- 
voked to a point of fury. It's hard for 
i!m to understand the impersonal 
'eellng professional nose-busters bring 
o their business. 


It's particularly hard for him to un- 


lorstand the strange contrasting emo- 
lons of Jack Dcmpsey. mild-mannered 
out of tho ring, yet a snarling savage 
n action. Dempsey leaps to the at- 
ack with a ferocity that seems born 
>f a deep undercurrent of hostility. 


Yet Dempsey says he has fought 


only once against an opponent whom 
ic took an animal-like delight in bat* 
,ering to the floor. That man was 


ed Fulton, the collapsible St. Paul 


leavyweight. 


Fulton had put Dempsey on the 


toaster, calling him a faker, a product 
of the ballyhoo and a candidate for 
ho heavyweight crown .whose preten- 
tious were as false as a three-dollar 
blue white diamond. 


"I socked that baby a beaut:" 


chuckled Dempsey. 
"I feinted hirr 


nto an opening with my left and then 
Bopped him with my right and he 
ivent down like a load of hard coal. 


'I didn't even stop to look at him 


ivhen he went down. I knew when 
hat punch landed he was through for 
the night. 
I had put everything I 


lad into it. If I ever hit anybody 
laider it wasn't because I meant to." 


The fight Dempsey refers to took 


place in IfllS and Fulton was counted 
out in the first round after less than 
two minutes of fighting. 


The only other fighter in the busi- 


ness hates is—you guessed it, Harry 
Wills 
He may not admit it openly 


>ut he dislikes the sepia-hued gent 
only slightly loss enthusiastically than 
a picnicker does red ants and show- 


I've never been able to decide in my 


own mind whether Dempsey is giving 


Wills the run-around on account of 
fear or wh.it. Last spring he told mo 
he would never let Wills make a dime 
by fighting him. 


Then in the next gust of lung breeze 


he said he'd welcome a chance to 
punch Wills around in a private • 
rough-house fight. 
* * 


'"Some flay I'll get him in the "same 


position that Jim Jeffries got Jack 
Johnson and I'll see what he'll do." 


I didn't know what position this 


was so Dempsey told me how John«on 
had drifted into Jeff's saloon out in 
'Frisco back in 190S or thereabouts 
and Jeff dared the negro to go down 
in the basement and fight with bare 
fists. 


Dempsey indicated he would wel- 


come that kind of a battle with Wills. 
I though this was a lot of okra soup 
at the time but his subsequent action 
in asking Wills to cover $150,000 and 
to battle on a winner-take-all basis 
gives it a note of sincerity. 


Oddly enough, one of the "fighter* 


Dempsey likes best is Firpo, the bull, 
and this In spite of the fact that the 
bull horned him clear over the rope* 
and out into the crowd, giving him 
what has easily been his most em- 
barrassing moment. 


"It was fun fighting that guy," 


Dempsey says. "It was fun because 
he could lut and he was always try- 
Ing to hit. That put it up to' me "to 
get him quick and to be careful about 
how I got him. There was, a~ spirit" 
of high adventure in that fight that I " 
liked." 


Another of Dempsey's favorites in 


Georges Carpentier. He lauds him as 
a "swell fellow" and "nobody's sucker 
in the ring." 


Jess Willard is the only one of his 


opponents he ever felt sorry for. "I 
still have mind-flashes of old Jess sit- 
ting on his stool at Toledo with his 
eyes closed and his lip split." says 
Dempsey. 
"I hated to look at him."
